GREETED BY A CROWDED HOUSE,

The tariff bill belng made the unfinished
business hy the enthusinstie acclamation of

the mmjority, with only a few scarcoely
heard nave from  the republlean  side,
Mr, Voorhees was  recognized. He looked

urognd upon o well filled chamber, whose
members aceorded him the closest attention,
A number of representatives came over from
the house 1o watch the progres: of the bill
Flie galleries were erowded with an wtten-
Hve audionee, which pafd the strlctest atien-
tlon to the speaker on the floor. Senalor
Noorhees, as 18 his wsoal enstons, read his
peech from a convenlent desk made
urge books piled upon hle desk. e eabd:

VOORIEES CONCLUSION.

Mr. Voortiees concluded as follows: “When
the day shall dewn In which the farmer, the
mechanie and the wage worker shnll alike
Have the vighi and the privilege to go into
the open, liberated markets of the Iand, buy
where their hard-earned money will buy
most for their wints, with none th molest,
o nssess, to levy, to take Loll, or to task or
to tax, then ndesd will the milllennium of
labor have conre and all the sons and dangh-
tors of toll shall rise up and call their gov-
ernment Llozsel,

throughout the earth, and they will never
ceage to be heard unlil the last shackle of
privilege and tyranny {5 broken Ten days
before hig soul took Mght from hls moun-
taln home, he wrote his parting words to
his own comttrymen and to all the races of

York, The
following day the pluintiff agafo caome to the
hotel amld & conversation ensued between
them as to a further confercnce which it
was propused should be held with Major
Moore prior to her going away. As he

de=cribed how he had waved her off Colonel
Brockinvldge gostlenluteéd very impressively
with both bands and explained the whole
Intervicw In pantomine, There was a tragle
Inflection to his tones as he closed the ac-
count of the visit to Mrs, Thomuas with
“Then I lelt her.” There wons ‘A constant
refteration in the defendunt’s denials.  He
would frame them in every possible form of
negetion of time, place auwd manoer,

“Thers was no further explanation to give,
